NEW YORK, June 13.—(BUP)—Adolf Hitler frequent- 
ly reads himself to sleep with wild west stories written by a 
German who never visited America. 
The author is Kar! May, who has written scores of 
American Indian stories. His leading character is “Old 
Shatterhand,” a scout who goes through the customary 


frontier SxpHS. Marshal Hermann Goering presented 
Hitler with a complete set of the May stories, bound in vel- 
lum and placed in a special case. 


Usually one or two of the volumes are missing from 
the case and are to be found in Hitler’s bedroom in a small 
bedside bookcase that has a green curtain. 

His personal library contains roughly 16,300 books kept 
in Berlin and at Obersalzberg. They may be divided gener- 
ally into three groups.

First, the military section containing some 7,000 vol- 
umes including the campaigns of Napoleon, the Prussian 
kings, the lives of all German and Prussian potentates who 
ever played a military role, and books on virtually all of the 
well known military campaigns in recorded history.

U.S. Plans Post-War 
League On New Bases

WASHINGTON, D.C., June 13.—The post-war policies 
of the United States government lead straight and-inevitably 
to the establishment of collective security under a League of 
Nations, They are, in fact, the direct negation of the United 
States’ policy after the last war. Yet there is no intention 


of following precisely the policy of Woodrow Wilson. 


In- 


stead, the new League will be allowed to grow naturally from 
the bottom, where the old League was imposed suddenly 
from the top without economic roots. 


When this war 
United States will be in no hurry 
to fix the final limits of the peace. 
No definitive conference like the 
conference of Versailles is plan- 
ned. No world order will be 
drafted overnight and then en- 
forced upon a world not ready for 
it, The final peace settlement may 
be several years in emerging. 

As soon as the guns stop firing, 
however, the work of laying the 
foundation will begin. The first | 
step will be to bring relief to the 
starving populations of the world, 
friends and enemies. Already Bri- 
tain and the United States are build- 
ing an international relief organ- 
ization which will carry foodstuffs

MOSCOW, June 13. — 
(BUP) — Front line des- 
patches today said that the 
Axis had been sending fresh 
masses of infantry, tanks 
and aircraft against the de- 
fences of the Crimean naval 
base of Sevastopol, since 
Thursday, but had _ been 
halted after some gains. 

The situation at Sevastopol was 
serious, according to dispatches 
to the Red Star, but the latest de- 
layed reports said that the Rus- 
slans were maintaining their 
positions on most sectors of the 
besieged city. 

(Today’s Berlin communique 
claimed that several Russian posi- 
tions had been taken and 3,600 
prisoners captured. Other German 
reports said that heavy fighting was 
in progress on terrain favorable to 
the Russians, who were defending 
“the world’s most modern fortress.” 
Many strong points in concentric 
rings around Sevastopol were de- 
scribed by the Germans, who told 
of rock walls and hills so thickly 
covered with undergrowth that 
soldiers could not crawl] through it. 


VIOLENT ATTACKS 


(A Vichy radio report today said 
that the Russians had launched 
“violent attacks” on the German 
lines in the Lake Hmen sector of 
the northwest front, south of Lenin- 
grad). 

The Russian dispatches said that 
fighting was increasing in ferocity 
every hour and surpassed all otbar 
battles for Sevastopol. 

The first soviet communique to- 
day said there was no important 
change in the front during the nigh'. 

It reported, however, that the 
Germans had ‘been using their Ru 
manian allies as “cannon fodder.” 
Yesterday, the communique assert- 
ed, Rumanian soldiers carried out 
four psychological attacks—that is, 
marched abreast with a brass ban:l 
playing headlong into Russian posi- 
tions—and were met by rifle and 
artillery fire. The experiments cost 
the Rumanians at least 200 men and 
the remnants retreated, the com- 
munique said. 

DECISION SOON 

The German offensive there, now 
in its eighth day, was believed to 
have reached its peak and a deci- 
sion was expected soon. Although 
the situation was “very strained” 
on a number of sectors, the Ger- 
mans were far from taking Sevas- 
topol, Russia's great Crimean naval 
base. 

(The. German Trans - Ocean 
agency reported from Istanbul 
that the battle was heard all yes- 
terday along Turkey's Black Sea 
coast. It sald the thunder of 
heavy artillery was clearly aud- 
ible at Sinop, 200 miles from Se- 
vastopol.)

United States soldiers, in- 
tank destroyer forces 
as well as additional armored 
units, have arrived in north- 
Ireland, it was announced 
today. 

United States warships partici- 
pated in escorting the transports 
which crossed the Atlantic with- 
out incident.

Seek To Blast Out 
Enemy From First 


America Footholds

WASHINGTON, June 13.—(BUP)—United States 
army and navy airmen are trying today to blast the Jap- 
anese out of the Aleutian islands where they have estab- 
lished their first footholds in the western hemisphere. 


So far, the enemy is known to have landed on only 
one island—Attu, westernmost of the Aleutian chain 
which stretches 1,500 miles from the Alaska mainland to- 
ward Japan. But enemy vessels—their type not desig- 
nated—have been observed in Kiska harbor, about 100 
miles east of Attu. 


“Japanese operations in the Aleutian area are still in 
progress,” the navy announced last night in a communique 
—the first on the North Pacific and Alaskan area since the 
Japanese dropped bombs and conducted a reconnaissance 
flight over Dutch Harbor, important natal base in the 
Aleutians, last week. 


Drive Japs From Populated Areas

The first hint of the central and 
northern Pacific engagements 
came a week ago Wednesday when 
it was announced that Japanese 
bombers had attacked Dutch Har- 
bor. On Thursday the sitaation ‘at 
Dutch Harbor was quiet and it 
was revealed that a second raid 
reported on Wednesday turned out 
to be only a reconnaissance flight. 

Late Thursday afternoon of last 
week the first of several com- 
muniques on the battle of Midway 
was issued. 

Since then thére have been no 
official reports on the situation in 
the north Pacific area around Alas- 
ka and the Aleutians until the fol- 
lowing communique was issued 
last night: 

“Information just received by 
the nayy department is to the 
effect that the Japanese have 
made landings on a small scale on 
Attu island, at the extreme tip of 
the Aleutian archipelago and that 
Japanese ships have been re- 
ported in the harbor of Kiska in 
the Rat group. 

“Japanese operations in the 
Aleutians are still in progress, 
according to the information re- 
ceived, although continuing army 
and navy aircraft attacks have 
forced them to retire from the pop- 
ulated regions of the islands. 

“Attacks of the army and navy 
forces in the area against these op- 
erations are continuing. Weather 
conditions in these outlying islands 
precluded air search operations 
until within the last 24 hours.” 


FOGS AIDED ENEMY 


That communique indicated that 
air patrols did not discover the 
Japanese landings, because 
weather conditions, until Thursday 
at the earliest. Dense sub-Arctic 
fogs probably concealed enemy 
operations. 

Last Wednesday, Tokyo claimed 
that Japanese troops had landed 
in the Aleutians. Those claims 
were denied that day by an Am- 
erican naval spokesman here who 
said: “None of our inhabited areas, 
islands or rocks are troubled with 
uninvited visitors up to this time.” 

The Jandings fm the Aleutians are 
a sequel to the Japanese air attack 
on Dutch harbor and seem to have 
been to coincide with the attempt 
to invade Midway. Lacking definite 
information on the enemy's major 
objectives, observers believed that 
for the present the Japanese moves 
against Attu and Kiska are primari- 
ly defensive, not steps toward large- | 
scale invasion. They may be in- 
tended to forestall Allied air attacks 
by way of the Aleutians against 
Japan.

Syrian border, 


“We accomplished our missiqn in 
the Black Sea,” the American pilots 
were quoted as saying. They were 
exhausted and fell asleep almost 


immediately, indicating a long 
flight. 
(The Berlin radio said that a 


large number of American planes 


had dropped leaflets on Turkish 
territory, but other indications 
were that the Americans’ mission 


was elsewhere in the Black Sea.)

writing, There are exhaustive works 
on uniforms, weapons, supply. 
mobilization, the building up of 
armies in peace time, morale and 
ballistics. In fact, there is probably 
not a single phase of military know- 
ledge, ancient or modern, which is 
not dealt avith in these 7,000 vol- 
umes, and quite obviot®ly Hitler has 
read many of them from cover to 
cover, 

ARTISTIC SUBJECTS 

The second section of some 1,500 
| to 1,600 books covers artistic sub- 
jects such as architecture, the thea- 
tre, painting, sculpture, which after 
military subjects are Hitler's chief 
interest. The books include works 
On surrealism and dada-ism, al- 
though Hitler has not time for this 
type of art. One of hi® ironical 
marginal netes could be roughly 
translated, “Modern art will revo-; 
lutionize the world? Oh, yeah! 
baloney!” ’ 

In writing these marginal notes 
Hitler never uses a fountain pen 
but an old-fashioned pen or an 
indelible pencil. 

In drawers beneath the book- 
shelves he has a collection of photo. 
graphs, drawings of famous actors, 
dancers, singers, both male and 
female. One book on the Spanish 
theatre has pornographic drawings 
and photographs but there is no sec- 
tion on pornography, #s> such, in 
Hitler's library. 

The third section includes works 
On astrology and spiritualism pro- 
cured from all parts of the world 
and translated where necessary. 
There are also spifttualistic photo- 
graphs. One box tightly locked con- 
tains some 200 photographs of the | 
stellar constellations on important 
days in his life such as the day of 
the Saar plebiscite, of hig call to 
the chancellory, of the Austrian 
anschluss, of entry into the Polish 
war, the war with France and Brit- 
ain, of days on which important 
diplomatic notes were dispatched, 
etc. He has annotated these in his 
own handwriting and each has its 
own separate envelope. 


NUTRITION AND DIET 


In this third section there is a 
considerable part devoted to nutri- 
tion and diet. In fact, there are 
probably 1,000 books on this sub- 
ject, many of them heavily margin- 
ated including the vegetarian ob- 
servation, “cov; were meant to give 
milk, Oxen for drawing loads.” 

On the basis of his studies in diet, | 
Hitler entrusted Rudolf Hess more 
than Walther Darre, former food 
minis‘er, with the carrying out of 
certain instructions to the party 
regarding the use of alcohol, nar- 
cotics and certain types of food. One 
of Hitler's aims in the working out 
of a superior German stock, that is, 
in eliminating feeble-mindedness 
through s’erilization and breeding, 
is to develop an entirely néw diet- 
ary schedule for the German. na- 
tion. ; 

There are dozens of books on 
animal breeding with the photo-, 
graphs of stallions and mares of 
famous name, One interesting 
Psychological angle here is that 
where stallions and mares are on 
opposite pages, many of the mares 
have been crossed out in red pen- 
cil as if inferior and unimportant 
compared with the stallions, 

There are some 400 books on the 
churches—almost entirely on the 
Catholic Chureh—many on _ the 
Popes and how they acquired and 
exercised their power. Many of his 
marginal notes here are primitive, 
childish and vulgar. Some pictures 
show Popes and Cardinals as Prin- 
ces of the Church reviewing troops 
at moments in his’ory. The mar- 
ginations here are “never again!” 
and “this is impossible now” show- 
ing that Hitler proposes that the 
Princes of the Church shall never 
again be allowed to gain political 
position from which they can re- 
view victorious armies, and o‘her- 
wise exercise temporal power, 


POPULAR FICTION 


Some 800 to 1,000 books are sim- 
ple. popular fiction. There is a 
large number of detective stories. 
He has all of Edgar Waliace; ad- 
venture books of the G. A, Henty 
class; love romances by the score 
including those by the leading 
roman‘ic sob-sister of Germany, 
Hedwig Courts-Mahler in which 
wealth and poverty, honesty and 
weakness, are sharply contrasted, 
and in which honor and chastity 
triumph and the sweet secretary 
marries her millionaire boss. All 
of these flaming volumes are in 
neutral covers so as not to reveal 
their ti'les to the casua) visitor. 

Hitler usually goes to sleep very 
late, often reading until 2, 3, 4 or 5 
o'clock in the morning. He sleeps 
late, too, On the day that the Hin- 
denburg burned at Lakehurst, for 
example, Hitler did not know about 
it until 2 o'clock in the afternoon 
the next day when he woke up.

READS INCESSANTLY 
Hitler reads ineessantly, omni- 


vorously, and absorbs gapidly and 
effectively, 

With the income from Hitler's 
own book “Mein Kampf” and from 
his other writings. he has amassed 
a collection of precious stones 
worth at least 20 million Reich 
marks. These he “keeps in a special 
safe built into the wall of his house 
at Berchtesgaden. It is covered by 
a Gobelin tapestry, part of which | 
moves out with the door when open- 
ed.

Cancer Group 
Is Abolished 
- By Government 


An order-in-council rescinding 
the appointment of the four- 
member Alberta Cancer Commis- 
sion hag been passed by the pro- 
vineial government, it was an- 
hounced Saturday. No explana- 
tion for the disbanding of the 
commission wag given, 

Appointed by the government in 
November, 1941, the commission 
consisted of Dr. W. A. R, Kerr, 
former president of the University 
of Alberta; Dr. John K. Fife and J. 
B. Corbett, both of Edmonton; and 
Miss A. Keith of Vermilion. 

The commission was established 
to investigate the causes and 
tamifications of the disease, as well 
as possible cures. Last fall the com- 
mission sat at Taber to consider the 
Koch method of treating cancer.

This craving for space expresses 
itself with Hitler also in politics in 
his cry for “Lebensraum.” 

When the new chancellory was 
being built he insisted that the great 
corridor leading to the so-called 
diplomats’ hall should be 650 feet 
long. He was told space limitations 
prevented such length. They en- 
larged the hall by 46 meters but 

still fell short of the size Hitler 
wanted. Finally he consented to 
the shorter hall with a sigh, saying, 
“I renounce these 54 meters with a 
heavy heart.” 


HARD ON EYES 

The architects already had tried 
to make the hall look longer by 
illusion. They worked out an arrow 
design in‘ the marble floor, but a 
sample showed that it was hard on 
the eyes. Finally, the illusion was 
left to be expressed in the border. 
Every one of these attempts at 
illusion was submitted to Hitler, of 
course, since he takes great pride 
in his architectural interests and is 
never too busy to supervise a small 
detail in this as well as in other 
matters. 


Hitler's own art work is likely | 


to become one of the great curios 
of history. In the midst of hig 
military campaigns and his plen- 
ning for the ‘new order” he still 
finds time for sketching and paint- 
ing. On the Western front he

WAR MEMORIAL. 

Hitler has designed a war me- 
morial for the unknown soldiers of 
this war to be erected in the neigh- 
borhood of Dresden, geographical 
centre of the Reich. It is to have 
exhibition halls for enemy flags, 
guns, tanks and planes, The me- 
morial would be super-monumental 
in size, made of huge blocks of | 
stone, not unlike the Tannenberg 
monument in East Prussia where 
Hindenburg lies buried. The only 
decorative motif in this projected 
war memorial is to be the swastika. 

Hitler is a great admirer of | 
technical proficiency and all types | 
of mechanical gadgets, but he 
never has been able to master the 
typewriter. He has tried frequent- 
ly to learn to use a typewriter but 
never got past a laborious two- 
finger technique, 

In 1938 he was presented with a 
newly designed portable, made en- 
tirely of synthetic materials. He 
tried again but when he saw he was 
gaining no speed he abandoned the 
machine to gather dust in his apart- 
ment at the chancellory, 

There is one personal possession 
of Hitler's which he prefers not to 
modernize, and that is his watch, 
Although admirers from all over the 
world have sent him many valuable 
time-pieces, he still carries an an- | 
cient model, belonging to his family | 
which is a key-winder. | 


MUSICAL CLOCK 


Another time piece which belong- 
ed to his family is a musical clock 
in Hitler's workroom. On the cover 
in crude letters the family name has 
been inlaid in ivory but the word 
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itler is spelJed with a “D” Instead 
r a “T". aid nok clear whether this 
wag an error or whether the name 
in earlier years might have been 
spelled “Hidler’. No one ever has 
dared ask Hitler about this. His 
family affairs never are discussed in 
his presence.

past couple of weeks. Action spoke 
for itself. All our side had to do 
was to see that the enemy peoples— 
and the neutrals too—heard about 
it. This we did. Judging by the fury 
and the confusion of Berlin and 
Rome in their radio “counter- 
attacks,” we did it rather thorough- 
ly and rather well. 


TAKE CLEAR STAND 

But we did something else along 
the propaganda front that was prob- 
ably even more effective. We began 
to. tell the people of Europe about 
the rapidly shaping post-war world 
program of the United Nations. And 
for the first time, the British, wise- 
ly timing a propaganda offensive 
with their mass bombirgs of Ger- 
many, took a clear stand about Brit- 
ain’s attitude toward the German 
people. (It is to be hoped that our 
American high command will not 
fail to note this excellent British 
example of timing political warfare 
with military warfare.) The British 
not only sent tens of thousands of 
bombs crashing down on Germans 
They accompanied the bombs with 
a message to Germans, It was very 
Simple. It said: We are sorry to kill 
you. But it has to be done to liqui- 
date Hitler and his Nazi regime. We 
recognize it is not you who are 
responsible for the war. It’s your 
Nazi leaders. Get rid of them. 

So far as I know, this is the 
first time that British broadcasts, 
which certainly reflect govern- 
ment policy, haye taken a definite 
Position on this most fundamental 
aspect of the “German problem.” 

Previously on the BBC you could 
hear jndividual citizens airing this 
view and others airing the opposite 
view, namely, that the whole Ger- 
man people was responsible for the 
war and would have to pay in the 
post-war settlement. But judging 
from the London broadcasts to Ger- 
many that followed the Cologne 
bombing, the British have finally 
decided to draw a line between the 
German people and their regime. 
The Russians, in their broadcasts 
to Germany, have always done this. 
The Arlington speech of Mr. Sum- 
ner Welles, which our own stations 
rebroadcast in a dozen languages 
to Europe with particular attention 
to Germany, also implied that the 
German people would not be held 
responsible for the crimes of their 
masters. 


SPLIT PEOPLE, REGIME 

That Berlin has taken notice of 
this Allied attempt to split the 
German people from their regime 
was shown by the quick reaction 
of the German radio. Are not the

the German people? And Mr. Sum- 
ner Welles was roundly attacked 
and his outline of the peace and 
the post-war world twisted and 
garbled so the German people could 
not get it straight. 

There will be many persons 
who think they know Germany 
who will doubt the wisdom of 
the United Nations in promising 
to spare the German people from 
the consequences of all the de- 
struction and suffering their na- 
tion has caused. They argue that 
the German people themselves 
bear a heavy responsibility for 
the Nazi erimes, for they have 
given Hitler their full support. 


Some of the American correspond- 
ents who returned from internment 
in Germany the other day are not 
so sure that the promise to treat the 
people of the Reich with kid gloves 
after the war is a very wise propa- 
ganda policy for the United Nations. 
In fact, some of them think it is de- 
finitely bad. And they offer a very 
interesting explanation, Tell the 
German people that they have noth- 
ing to fear from an Allied victory 
and their attitude, say the corres- 
pondents, will be this: First, to back 
up Hitler's supreme effort to win the 
war this year in the nope that he 
will triumph and that then they, as 
members of the Master Race, will be 
sitting pretty. Second, if Hitler loses, 
why the Allies have promised that 
the German people will be treated 
fine, The citizens of the Reich see 
themselves coming out all right 
either way. 

And these correspondents suggest 
that the only sensible way ‘o 


force the German people to make a 
decision now. We could say to them: 
Give up now, or overthrow Hitler 
now, and you will be treated witi 
consideration. But if you continue to 
give Hitler your full support, you 
will be held responsible with him 
and will have to take the conse- 
quences. Germans, make your 
choice, 


It is not so easy or so simple, of 
course, as it sounds. There are many 
Germans—perhaps a majority—who 
would gladly throw Hitler, Himmler 
and the rest to the wolves tomorrow 
if they could get Peace, But how to 
do it? They are not organized to do 
it. They haven't the means to do 
it. Regardless of their will or wishes, 
they are helpless. If and when the 
German ‘collapse comes—as it came 
in 1918—the people will rid them- 
selves of Hitler as quickly as they 
chased the Kaiser in 1918. Will the 
Allies then hold them blam2less for 
their nation’s plunder and pillage 
of Europe? 

Part of our success in the pro- 
paganda war last week seemed 
due to the fact that we apparent- 
ly learned a lesson from the 
Battle of the Coral Sea. There 
we won the actual battle, but 
certainly lost the propaganda 
battle. We declined to give out 
any news about it. The enemy 
gave out plenty, Most of it was 
false, to be sure, but the world 
could not check up on the facts, 
and we were not saying anything 
about our own losses. The Axis 
version, because it was much 
more “detailed” than our own, 
obtained a large public. 

In the battle off Midway island, 


we did much better. 


Admiral! centers and railway junctions, We 


Nimitz told day by day a factual 
story of what was happening. And 
unlike the handling of Coral Sea, 
our losses were immediately made 
public along with our estimate of 
Japanese losses. This time, it was 
the enemy which was silent. The 
result was that the story of the re- 
pulse with heavy losses of a power- 
ful Japanese fleet by American air 
and naval forces swept around the 
world. Our friends, especially in 
China, Russia and Britain, were 
encouraged. Our enemies were 
depressed.

Whether for that reason or mereiy 
as a coincidence, there is little doubt 
that a double crisis is developing in 
the two-pronged German effort to 
regain the offensive in the East.

Comparatively it was not a big affair 
in point of numbers engaged, but the Free 
French forces made history at Bir Hach- 
eim. For sixteen days they held out 
against everything Rommel could send 
against them, then withdrew under cover 
of darkness and left the enemy to bury his 
dead. It will be a large Axis cemetery 
that thus marks the spot where French- 
men who refused to bow to Hitler made 
their stand. 

These victors in a dozen fights against 
superior numbers showed they are fit com- 
rades of the other Allied soldiers who are 
serving in that hot corner of the Libyan 
desert. The Free French ally stands 
higher in the estimation of the anti-Axis 
peoples for their splendid achievement. 
They held the post until they were ordered 
out; no men could have done more. 

It is to be hoped that in one way or 
another the people of France will learn 
about the battle of Bir Hacheim. If 80 
they will be thrilled by the exploit of 
their countrymen, and from their exam- 
ple take courage to resist the tyrants who 
are trying to crush the spirit of patriot- 
ism in the homeland. 


United For War And Peace 


Britain and the United States have 
concluded parallel long term agreements 
with Russia. These differ in particulars, 
but not in character. The aims are the 
same. Three-power co-operation is thus 
pledged to the fullest degree, in winning 
the war and in shaping world conditions 
afterward. The basis of both agreements 
are the principles laid down in the Atlantic 
Charter, 

Complete understanding has _ been 
reached as to the establishment of a sec- 
ond front in Europe. And the announce- 
ments leave Berlin to guess what that un- 
derstanding is. The information is to be 
given to the enemy by action, not words; 
action of such kind, in such places and at 
such times as considered likely to make it 
most impressive. 

The important fact is that Russia is 
to be a partner of Britain and the United 
States in stabilizing peace and _ recon: 
structing world conditions in the post-war 
years. That they will remain partners 
during the war was already assured. Cir- 
cumstances made that certain. The new 


feature is that they are to work in asso- ‘ 


ciation when the settlement is being made, 
and in guaranteeing that there will not be 
another Hitler to deal with ten or twenty 
years later. 

A key clause in the treaty between 
Britain and Russia is that each binds it- 
self to not interfere in the internal affairs 
of other states. No doubt a similar clause 
is included in the Washington pact. With- 
out this pledge nobody would take the pro- 
mises of post-war collaboration at face 
value. 

For twenty years Russia was isolated 
from the rest of the world because revolu- 
tionaries in other countries had, claimed 
to have, or were suspected to have, 
financial and moral backing from 
Moscow. If there is to be no more of such 
propaganda meddling, there is no reason 
why the Soviet, the Monarchy and the Re- 
public cannot pull together in friendly as- 
sociation to the security and benefit of the 

world, 


The Limit Of Concession 


Prime Minister King’s speech setting 
forth the position of the Government in 
regard to conscription will be disappoint- 
ing to those who expected and hoped for 
an announcement that a compulsory sys- 
tem of raising men for oversea service 
would be immediately adopted. Instead, 
the plan is to empower the Government to 
send men drafted under the compulsory 
training system to any point outside Can- 
ada if, as and when it may be necessary 
to thus supplement the forces raised by 
voluntary enlistment, 

The reason for proceeding in this way 
is no secret. It is a concession to the min- 
ority in the country—mainly in the pro- 
vince of Quebec—who are opposed to 
Sending any but volunteers outside Can- 
ada, or at most outside this continent. 

None the less a concession because Mr. 
Cardin, who is heading the oppositionists 
in the Commons, says Quebec is thus being 
betrayed. His observation emphasizes the 
fact that it is a concession involving some 
political danger, not only to the Govern- 
ment but to the country. For while Mr. 
Cardin says Quebec is being betrayed, 
critics on the other side say in equally 
stropg language that Quebec is too much 
catered to. 

The course chosen is one of modera- 
tion. In no other way could the majority 
demand for oversea conscription be han- 
dled with equal consideration to the min- 
ority objectors, Mr, King has gone as far 
aS any man could go to prevent an open 
racial cleavage—a cleavage which would 
not cut across the House of Commons only, 
but through every province, and through 
every community in which there is a mixed 
population, It is the extreme bid that 
could be made for national unity—rather 
for the avoidance of national disunity of 
a peculiarly damaging and dangerous 
kind, 

This is something Mr. Cardin and his 
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associates should think about. The Gov- 
ernment has gone as far as the majority 
will consent to go; and as the ex-minister 
has said, “In the end the majority must 
have their way”. It will be to the distinct 
and lasting injury of Quebec if members 
from that province should refuse to accept 
this tempered application of the policy 
which no other Government would apply 
with equal consideration to the minority 
sentiment. 

Quebec’s members cannot afford to 
make their province a standing target for 
censure in other parts of the Dominion, 
to give an anti-Quebec twist to political 
thinking and action in the other provinces. 
They could by doing so make Quebec the 
forgotten member of Confederation, to the 
permanent harm of its people, and with 
cruel injustice to the thousands of splen- 
did French-Canadian men who are now 
serving voluntarily in our fighting forces, 

Having stated their objections, these 
members should bow to the will of the ma- 
jority and put their province in line with 
the others as agreeing to the application 
of compulsion as and when necessary.

It is explained that present intentions 
are to apply coupon rationing only to 
sugar.

Editor, Bulletin: In one of your 
tecent Bulletin’s I notice that 
Dorothy Thompson suggests the 
U.S. government might help the 
metal shortage by using its large 
stock of gold bars now buried in 
bank vaults, to make much- 
needed oil pipe lines. 

No doubt gold would make a 
pretty pipe line, and would be of 
much more service to the United 
Nations’ war effort, than in its 
present form, but this brings up 
the whole question—-why mine 
gold now? 

There are thousands of hardy, 
experienced miners here in Can- 
ada and in the United States dig- 
ging gold out of the mountains 
and river beds only to have it 
taken and buried in other holes 
in the ground, It takes other 
thousands of trained men and 
expensive machinery to keep 
these miners working and process 
the ore. The supplies and trans- 
portation facilities used to supply 
these men are now needed for 
war purposes. 

To many of us it seems that to 
mine more gold than is used for 
commercial purposes in peace 
time is silly, but to mine gold to 
store away in guarded vaults 
during war time is playing into 
the hands of the enemy, and it 
would seem the duty of our gov- 
ernments to put this army of 
trained mining men into mines 
that produce minerals needed for 
war purposes: iron, copper, lead, 
zine, tungsten, etc., and that about 
all the American governments 
would need to do to bring about 
this change would be to stop 
paying fictitious prices for gold. 

The Russian government real- 
ized some years ago that a war 
was in the making, and traded off 
their gold reserve for war equip- 
ment, while our own mine men 
hoarded the gold bars, evidently 
believing the war would be 
fought with golden bricks, 

Are we confused?

Fifty thousand hairdressers are 
the latest recruits to Britain's 
war drive. Each of them has re- 
ceived detailed instructions about 
the “Liberty Cut,” the new hair- 
cut for women. 

The “Liberty Cut” saves hair- 
pins and clips, not to mention 
time. When done by machine it 
uses less electricity, and it saves 
the wearer's money by reducing | 
the number of visits which she 
normally pays to her hairdresser. 
Incidentally, it wards off the 
danget of typhus from lice. 

The new haircut induces a 
natural wave. The hair is cut 
completely short around the 
crown and tapered to three or 
four inches all around the head. 
Some styles can go to six inches, 
and, if the nape of the neck is 
untidy, it can be shingled, No 
cutting is required at the neck 
if the hair grows in an upward 
movement, The crown is flat or 
slightly waved, with curls round 
the sides and the back. These 
are dressed in an upward direc- 
tion, leaving the hair line ex- 
posed, ; | 

The hair is quickly dressed and 


easier to brush and keep clean. It 
requires re-tapering only once 
every three months and can be 
reset at home. And it is not a 
“standard” haircut—it can be 
varied to suit the individual re- 
quirements of every woman, The 
minimum charge for the cut is 
about 3s 6d. 

Britain’s women's Services, 
ATS., WAAFS and WRNS, like 
the “Liberty Cut” and it is hoped 
that it will be generally adopted 
by them. It goes well with Ser- 
vice caps. Factory girls in many 
parts of the country are being 
encouraged by demonstrations 
and lectures to take it up.

The 
war has erected barriers against 
the supply in the Philippines, Thai- 
land, Dutch East Indies, and in 
large areas in China. In Austria the 
only Bibles allowed to be sold arg 
those to be shipped out of the 
country. A cable from London to 
New York recently said ‘Madagas- 
car without Scriptures. Can you 
| help?’ In Africa Italian prisoners of

In an age like this when injustice is so flagrant and 
so rampant and even good souls are so provoked to wrath,

Should Christians ever be moved to wrath, or should 
they always maintain an unruffled composure in the midst 
of life's wrongs an injustices? 

Christianity has often fallen under the lash of violent 
reformers for its doctrine of love and forgiveness. The 
violent man thinks it is a mamby-pamby, rosewater sort 
of thing, a kind of flow-gently-sweet-Afton view of life. 
Needless to say, they are not well acquainted with Jesus 
and have not read the new Testament carefully. 

As in all great questions, the finest analysis of anger 
is found in the new Testament. Paul says, “Be ye angry 
and sin not: let not the sun go down on your wrath”, That 
is a masterpiece giving anger its place and its right, but 
keeping it within its place and right. Giving anger its time, 
its great moment, but not allowing it to prolong itself into 
resentment or perpetuate itself in hate. Letting it burn for 
the fight, but quenching it for the peace. It is so difficult 
to dismiss the angel of anger before he degenerates into 
the demon of revenge, that only God can do it for us. 

Anger is sin when it is against the Truth. It crucified 
Christ. Narrow men hated his breadth. The narrow nation- 
alist could not brook his love for other races; the narrow 
ecclesiastics were offended that his heart was bigger than 
creed or written word or temple. And so, against God’s most 
perfect love, broke man’s most bitter hate. And that spirit 


is crucifying Europe today. 


Anger is sin when it is against purely personal slight 
or’ wrong. It may be in the pulpit when the preacher, all 
unconscious of some man’s presence, puts the lance deep 
into his particular weakness and he sees red and flings 
himself out, to his great loss. 

It may be in the newspaper. In the old days the 
offended party reached for his pistol and paid a visit to the 
editor, now he reaches for his pen, dips it in vitriol and 
burns the paper. If he is a bold man he signs his name, if a 
coward he leaves it unsigned, 


it, 


There is still a great spate of anger against the Truth 
The infuriated ones are always raging over the ‘confounded 
reformers” who are spoiling their fun. 

In these great and awful days we must conserve our 
the great enemies and not waste it on petty 
things. Men do not fret about mosquitoes when the bombing

planes are overhead. 


And we must keep our anger clean. If hate could win 
a just war we would yield ourselves to it. But it never wins. 
Hate distorts the vision, wastes the strength, confuses the 
judgment, and sabotages the cause. We need today to pray 
in the words of the ancient litany “From envy, hatred, 
malice, and all uncharitableness, good Lord deliver us”.

Holidays To 
Be Staggered 
On CN. Lines 


MONTREAL, Que, June 13— 
Staggered vacations have become 
an established rule for all em- 
Ployees of the Canadian National 
Railways who have the privilege 
of a summer holiday. This plan is 
Now in force following an instruc. 
tion issued by R, C. Vaughan, 
President of the National Rail- 
ways, 

In a circular to vice-presidents 
and heads of departments, Mr. 
Vaughan quotes George S. Gray, 
transit controller, and T. C. Lock- 
wood, transport controller, from a 
Circular issued by these officials 
and addressed to the civil service 
in which they suggested: “The adop- 
lion of staggered vacations and mid- 
week starting and ending should en- 
able the common carrier facilities 
of this country to be more efficient- 
ly utilized.” 


CURTAIL TRAVEL 


As pointed out by Mr, Vaughan, 
it is desired to curtail week-end 
travel and not to concentrate all 
vacations in July and August, but 
to spread them through other 
months and the president adds: 
“The purpose is to reduce conges- 
lion on all agencies of transport and 
thus assist in meeting the demands 
for passenger travel related to Can- 
ada’s war program.” 


A suggestion made by the tran- 
sit controller and the transport 
controller and concurred in by Mr. 
Vaughan leaves or vacations start 
on Tuesdays, Wednesdays or on 
Thursdays and terminate so that 
returning travel will occur on 
Tuesdays, Wednesdays and on 
Thursdays each week, 

By moving vacation travel in this 
manner it is planned to prevent 
congestion of common carrier faci- 
lities and to assure a maximum 
available supply of equipment for 
passenger travel or personnel, army, 
airforce and navy. Accordingly, this 
plan is now being placed in opera- 
tion throughout the C.N.R. system.

All of this is probably the easiest 
but not the best method. If work Is 
to have any value for the child it 
should be done because it is his or 


her share of the household chores. ; 


If an allowance is to have any 
value in teaching children the why- 
for and the management of money, 
it has to be a predictable sum, 
weekly, and not one which varies 
with his witting or unwitting mis- 
takes 

Every household has tasks which 
some One of its members has to 
perform, children as well as adults. 
Every child has to learn to use 
money wisely and how else will he 
learn this except by having stated 
sums with which to experiment 

It becomes plain then that tasks 
should be allotted according to the 
child's capacity to perform them 
and money should be doled out 
according to his needs and his capa- 
city to use it, 

If tasks are paid for there are 
innumerable pitfalls. Some children 
overwork themselves for the sake 
of money; others who care little for 
it spurn tasks and money both. Yet, 
all children need the same experi- 
ences with money. Some children 
need more time in which to get the 
hang of what can be done with 
money than others. Their education 
becomes sadly neglected if they can 
have only what they can earn and 
it disappears at the whim of an 
angry parent, 


If parenis would only keep separ- | 


ated these two departments of their 
children’s education, they would 
save themselves grief. Taking away 


a child’s allowance may be an easy | 


method of punishment, but it may 
not penalize some children who pres 
fer the freedom to be naughty and 
the privilege of paying for it with 
an allowance to which they are in- 
different. 

Likewise, it is far from easy to 
set a value on home tasks which 
have no money value and thus build 
up the child’s horrid tendency to 
say, “How much do I get for it?”

Women Join 
Timber Corps 
In England 


By MARION SLATER 

LONDON, June 13.—(CP)—Lum- 
ber Jills, members of the newly- 
formed British women's timber 
corps, now. stand beside husky 
lumber jacks as part of Britain's 
war effort, The timber corps, an 
offshoot of the women's land army, 
fells trees and saws and measures 
timber for ship building, aircraft 
construction, pit props and other 
work, They do the same tasks as 
their male counterparts, freeing the 
men for active service. 

I saw these girls at work at the 
first training camp in England. Most 
of them had passed their lives in 
indoor jobs, but they seemed to 
revel in their new open air life and 
in the opportunity to do vital work 
in beautiful and healthful sur- 
roundings. 

In forest clearings, women were 
felling and stripping trees, Their 
emerald green sweaters and color- | 
ful kerchiefs stood out brilliantly 
against the dark spruce, pine and 
fir. 

At the sawmill girls were trim- 
ming and sawing the big logs. On 
the wall hung a warning, “Trust 
in Allah, but tether your camels. 
Use a cant hook.” 

All the women foresters are proud 
of doing a man’s job and a war job. 
It tires them at first, but morning 
physical training soon limbers up 
the muscles stiffened the previous 
day. The work also increases the 
appetite—the women eat hearty 
breakfasts of porridge, bacon, eggs, 
bread and tea; box lunches of bread 
and cheese; hot suppers of meat, 
vegetables, puddings, tea, and an 
8:30 nightcap of cocoa and biscuits.

For Efficiency 


City traffic police were on the 
job early Saturday morning 
checking up on motorists who 
failed to display safety stickers on 
their windshields.

Canadian Army 
In Master Plan

OTTAWA, June 13.—The Cana- 


dian army will go into action, 
trained as a powerful offensive 
force in long months of waiting 


and nursing its strength in Bri- 
tain, in the 1942 second front that 
Russia, Britain and America have 
declared to be an urgent neces- 
sity, 


This will be one of the dramatic 
consequences of an Allied diplo- 
matic offensive that has resulted in 
a 20-year Anglo-Russian mutual 
assistance pact and the drafting of 
a master plan of warfare and of the 
peace settlement to follow by Bri- 
tain, Russia and America. Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King was mak- 
ing a statement to parliament today, 
associating Canada with this new 
phase of United Nations strategy. 


RELATIONS OPENED 


Canada opened full diplomatic 
relations with Soviet Russia yester- 
day, and a Canadian minister is ex- 
pected to proceed shortly to Mos- 
cow. This move, wiping out more 
than ten years of a policy of studied 
intolerance, represented a profound 
change in Canadian viewpoint. In 
1931 the Bennett government closed 
Russian consular and commercial 
offices in Canada, largely on moral 
grounds. This was one distinctive 
Canadian contribution to world 
economic collapse in the depressed 
1930's. 


Moscow will undoubtedly ap- 
point a Minister to Ottawa and 
open a Canadian branch of Am- 
torg, the Russian foreign trading 
corporation. Inquiries for accom- 
modation in the capital have been

Canucks On Cologne Raid 
Honored By Royal Visit 


Nippon Losses 
Cripple Naval 
Attack Power

PEARL HARBOR, June 13.— 

(BUP)—Japan's losses in the bat- 

tles of Midway island and the 

Coral sea have crippled its offen- 

sive power and endangered its 

recklessly extended communica- 
tions lines, well informed sources 
said today. 

The two victories have most like- 
ly removed the threat of a Japanese 
attack on the United States and 
Canadian Pacific coasts except from 
the remote Aleutians, it was said. 

Further, by destroying a large 
segment of Japanese air power, in- 
formants asserted, the victories will 
permit a freer Allied offensive ex- 


os 


pansion westward toward Asia. 


MANY DETAILS SECRET 


Many details of the Midway and 
Coral sea battles must even now 
Temain secret for strategic reasons 

But informants said here that the 
results could be read from the box 
score of losses and from develop- 
ment which will soon be forthcom- 
ing. 

The Midway Island and Coral 
Sea batles were revealed now as 
having constituted one grand 
seale action, ranging over 3,000 
miles of ocean from Midway to 
the Solomon Islands, starting with 
a navy plane attack on a Japan- 
ese fleet in Tulagi Harbor in the 
Solomons 1,000 miles off Austra- 
lia May 4 and ending with the 
flight of a Japanese armada from 
the Midway sone one month 
later, 

In these battles Japan lost at 
least 19 or 20 ships sunk, including 
at least four and possibly five air- 
craft carriers, and 31 to 34 ships 
damaged, including one or two car- 
riers damaged, 

Japan has lost far upwards of 
250 planes. ’ 

Against this score, the United 
States lost one aircraft carrier sunk 
and one damaged, two destroyers 
and a fleet auxiliary sunk, and an 
unspecified, number of planes, be- 
lieved to be but a small fraction 
of those the Japanese lost. 

It is now revealed that the United 
Nations’ forces, navy and air force, 
Marines and army, shattered two 
separate Japanese fleets which at- 
tacked Midway island, 

One was a striking force which 
included four carriers, three battle- 
ships and numerous cruisers and 
destroyers, 


The second was an occupation 
fleet including 11 large ships 
crowded with troops and supplies 
and protected by numerous cruis- 
ers and destroyers, and probably 
battleships, 

The striking force was supposed 
to knock ,out Midway's defences 
so the invasion fleet, which fol- 
lowed, could occupy it at leisure. 

But the allied forces struck first.

Heating Plant 
Check-Up In 
Summer Time! 


There's not much chance of @ | 
cold snap now, go you probably | 


can put thoughts on your heating 
plant out of your mind after mak- 
ing sure that it will give maxi- 
mum efficiency next winter, A 
heating plant should be tuned up 
after ite many months of continu-

This year it is the better part of | 
wisdom to see that minor repairs are | 
made now; parts may not be avail- 
able later. As there could be a fuel 
shortage because of transportation 
difficulties, the heating plant should 
have no leaks where heat might 
escape. It also should be free of 


foreign matter inside which would 
prevent 100 per cent efficiency. 

Some jobs connected with clean- 
ing of heating systems should not 
be attempted by the householder, 
as they are messy and require spe- 
cial equipment, Let one of the spe- 
cialists take care of the following 
jobs, which will aid in putting your 
plant in top-notch form: 

Remove soot, fly ash and rust 
from inside your heating plant with 
a vacuum cleaner designed for this 
particular job. 

Clean out the chimney and have 
any cracks between smoke pipe and 
chimney filled, 

Oi} all parts that move, such as 
oil and gas burners, blowers, stok- 
ers, etc. 

If you have been troubled by flue 
odors, there may be a leak some- 
where which should be eliminated. 

If your plant has not reacted cor- 
rectly to the temperature setting 
of the thermostat, have it adjusted. 

There is a list of a number of 
smaller things you can-do to pre- 
pare your heating plant for star 
performance next winter which we 
have compiled, things that do ng 
require an expert's knowledge, but 
will go far in cutting down the fuel 
bill.

Institute for the Blind. 

The man who is marked by dark 
glasses over sightless eyes, and the 
man who has partial sight may re- 
ceive training to be self-supporting 


‘}or very nearly so. He may learn. to 


read Braille and win the key to the 
world’s greatest literature. He may 
be aided in making adjustments in 
his home and in his community. He 
may be aided in provision of shel- 
tered employment in news and re- 
freshments stands and general in- 
dustry. He may receive reduced 
transportation rates, free radio li- 
censes and other concessions. 

All this practical “aid and moral 
assistance is given those who lack 
normal sight, by the C.N.IL.B. Ed- 
monton offices of the institute are 
in the Court House building. 

In each year, through the Edmon- 
ton office, the C.N.LB. served more 
than 300 blind persons and close to 
250 partially blind persons in this 
area, 


WORKERS TRAINED 


Trained social workers have gone 
out to aid persons in making home 


.jand community adjustments and to 


recommend the Institute's service 
which may be most helpful. The 
workers make upwards of 13,000 
calls a year, with interviews de- 
signed to improve the condition of 
the blind. 

Protective glasses, artificia] eyes 
or other services necessary to pro- 
tect or relieve eye conditiong are 
given, and specially trained teach- 
ers train blind persons in emboss- 
ed reading and writing, typing, 
chair caning, basket-weaving, sew- 
ing, knitting, home duties and other
